WELCOME TO PIUS X. 


Cardinals Hold an Informal Reception 
.—Procession Was a Gorgeous Pag- 


eant — Pontiff Shows Knowl- 


edge of Politics. 


ROME, Aug. 6.—During boo full hour 


this morning there seemed tojhe nothing 
but 
vibrating 
founds, so penetrating 


were the strokes of the bells of about 
five hundred churches which all ringing 
together, absorbed all other noises. The 
ringing was in honor of th&_clection of 
Pius X—a welcome unique of its kind 
nnd ordered by Cardinal Respigio vicar 
general o£ Kome who issued special in- 
structions therefor. 
All the 
churches 


contemporaneously celebrated 
masses 


for the event, the intoning of the Ore- 
inus combining with the 'harmony.. The 
bells involuntarily served another pur- 
pose, that of ringing in the grea't cere- 
mony of the reception of the diplomatic 
body, accredited to the Holy See. Homo 
•has lately bwn surfeited with Vatican 
functions' but that of -thin morning was 
so striking that it held its own with 
the others. 


The member* of the 
sacred -college 


gathered before the hour set for the cere- 
mony and held » kind of informal re- 
ception, the conclave, short as it was, 
having brought them cordially together. 
A procession was then formed. First 
canto -tin- Swiss guards, which give a pe- 
culiar medieval splendor to 
all 
pap«l_ 


gattu-ruiRS tlu><i t>he -Palatine guard fol- 
lowed in irregular ranks by the whole 
•pontifical court, in its 
multiform 
nnd 


multicolored costumes, the cardinals in 
nil the gorgeousnoss 
of their 
scarlet 


robes, I'.nd the bishops, 
scarcely 
less 


striking in their purple. 
The pope, in 


spotless white, his gray hnir in harmony 
with, 
his whole 
attire 
surrounded 


by 'the noble guard who always remain 
near his person, went on foot just as tho 
o'thei'5. 
The procession having gained 


the pall of the throne, where the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic body were gath- 
ered, Scnhor D'Antas, the 
Portuguese 


ambassador and dean of the corps, read 
in a' cloar voice 'the collective! greeting 
of the colleagues, presenting -th^ir. hom- 
age to the new pope and assuring him 
of their fidelity. 


Piux X answered with great cordiolity 


thanking them heartily for their good 
wishes. 


All then kissed his hand and the pon- 


tiff -took this opportunity of speaking 
person-ally to each, showing a knowledge 
of tho politics of the diverse countries, 
which surprised the diplomats. The new 
pontiff being credited with taking smnll 
interest in nffaVrs outside of Home. 
It 


was another surprise to lliem to hear 
him speak French if no!: fluently at least 
with a certain readiness. Altogether the 
whole audience gave promise of a now 
era of international cordiality 
at 
the 


Vatican. 


The pope has dpridrd to hold a secret 


consistory on Monday next and a pyblie 
consistory on the Thursday following.

THE CORONATION RITES 


New I'opo Will be Crow-nod According to 


a Klto 15(10 Ve»rs Old. 


ROME, Aug. 6.—The coronation ftere- 


monies will be performed at St. Peters 
on Sunday according to a rite 
dating 


back to the latter part of the fourteenth 
century. As the pope enters the church 
a clerk of the papal chapel holds up be- 
fore him a reed surmounted by a hand- 
ful of Hax. This is lighted; it flashes 
up for a moment and then dies out (it 
once as the chaplain chants: 


"Pater sancte sis transit gloria mun- 


di,'' (Holy Father, thus pnsaeth away tho 
world's glory). Thin ia done three times, 
The mans a then begun as usual -but bt>- 
iorc the incantation at the ixlt-ar Miebless- 
ing of tha pontiff-elect i.« pronounced by 
three cardinal bishops each of whom 
recites a. prayer over llim. After the 
Collects come the so-called laidcs that is, 
three-fold supplications to Cod for the 
.welfare oi the new pope. Ilie corona- 


tion itself takes place after the m'ass, in 
the balcony over the portico of St. Pet- 
ers overlooking the great piazza. The 
second cardinal 
deacon takes off 
the 


mitre which until now the pope 'has worn 
and 
then the 
senior, cardinal 
Macciii 


places the tiara on his head with the 
cry "Kyrie eleison." 


The pope reckons his pontificate from 


his coronation day, although of course, 
lie is pope from the day of his election.

DYNAMITED

of Krushepo 23 miles north of Monastic 
Fifty Turks were killed.

A detachment of Ottoman troops have 


burned the village of .uinovo, near Slon- 
astlr. 


Eight Turkish battalions have -been 


dispatched to Monastir and three bat- 
talions to Saloaica, from Kossovo. 


Telegraphic communication with Mon- 


astir is still interrupted. 


ASSASSINS TURNED DOWN. 


VIENNA, Aug. 6.—According to ad- 


vices received here a number of Servian 
officer} have been arrested at Belgrade 
on account, it is reported, of a suspicion 
that they were conspiring against the 
war minister, General Alanazkovics, who 


said to have prevented the advance- 


ment of the participants in the assassin- 
ation of King Alexander and Queen 
Drags. 


A St. Petersburg dispatch to the Col- 


ogne Gazette says two Servian olllcers 
who were deputed to attend King Pet- 
er's sons on their journey to Belgrade to 
join their father, have not been permit- 
ted to cross the Russian frontier, the 
Russian legation at Belgrade having re- 
fused to "vise" their passports, because 
thcv were implicated in the assassina- 
tion of King Alexander and Queen Dra- 
ga.

SUDDEN FALL OF 


THE BAKOMETEB 


Tornado Strikes St. Louis Fair Bnild- 


ii)gs--0nc Man Killed and Property 


Daanaged-Macliinery Building 


Stripped of Scaffolding. 


CHICAGO, 111., Aug.-0—For nearly an 


hour yesterday Chicago was threatened 
with n tornado such as wrecked St. Louis 
seven years ago. The mere absence of 
sor.ie slight atmospheric change such u« 
a puffy breeze from the lake- saved the 
city and its p.eople from a fearful cala- 
mity. 


The, storm wreaked its fury in many 


places in the middle' West, however. St. 
Louis was struck by a. fierce' gale, the 
new fair grounds receiving the brunt of 
the- gusts,, which swept a 
number of 


workmen from the great buildings, kill- 
ing one outright, fatally hurting another 
and injuring a dozen more. 


Wisconsin, Michigan, Iowa, Indiana, 


Minnesota; Kentucky nnd other'states 
in the Mississippi and Ohio valleys were 
in the pn>lh of the"storra: The ret re- 
sults in all these states were not a few 
people killed nnd more injured. But the 
fury of the .wind which visited these 
states would have been centralized on 
this city had the necessary 
condition, 


providentially lacking, appeared at the 
proper moment. 


•''For at least three-quarters 
of an 


hour I expected n tornado any minute," 
said Prof. Wall last night. "The sud- 
den fall of the barometer, the greatest 
since the St. Loui3 oydlone in 1806, ac- 
companied by the Idgli winds and rise in 
temperature, supplied all the conditions' 
incident of such a death dealing tempest. 
Any one of a dozen atmospheric changes 
would have brought this upon Chicago. 
The springing up of a slight wind from 
the lake might have sent the mass of 
nir overhead whirling nboiit OUT tall of- 
fice buildings and seriously testing tiielr 
construction. 


ST. LOUIS FAIR STRUCK. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. fl.—A small tor- 


nado swept over St. Louis yesterday nnd 
tore through the world's fair grounds, 
killing ^heodore Riclvter, a florist-., prob- 
ably fatally injuring A. J. Clark, a. car- 
penter, and severely hurting several In-' 
borers, besides causing damage to build- 
ings nnd other property to the extent of 
$10,000. 


The day had been extremely warm, 


the temperature registering 04. Sudden- 
ly the sky began growing dark nnd soon 
•the storm broke with the. force of a, gale. 
In the city pedestrians hurried to shelter 
and the wind swept through the streets, 
causing broken windows, the falling of 
street signs, and the leveling of shade, 
tree?. 


At the world's fair grounds the wind, 


swept from the southeast to the north- 
we 
The Agricultural building stood 


in its path nnd six laborers working on 
scaffolding were hurlad to the ground 
and nine sets of trusses and timbers were 
razed. 


Richtcr was running to shelter when 


he was struck by a flying plank, dying 
instantly. , The wind struck the Machin- 
ery building and one of the two towers 
was stripped of scaffolding and the work- 
men were hurled to the ground. 
Debris 


was blown against the staff covered sides 
of -the completed Electricity building and 
sections of the sU(T were torn away. 
The Missouri state buildings wero dam- 
aged slightly. 


Along Skinker road, which 
passes 


through the world's fair grounds, twenty 
telegraph poles, heavily strung with 
wires, snapped and ff?ll across the street 
car track, for the time blocking traffic. 
The wind lusted about fifty minutes nnd 
was followed by ji torrent of rain, accom- 
panied by hail The temperature drop- 
ped within ten minutes from 94 to C8 de- 
grees. 


Along the- river front the wind swept 


a number of lumber piles into the wa- 
ter nnd blew light freight 
from 
the 


wharfboats. 


SEVER].; STORM ABOUT LACROSSE. 
LA CTtbSSK, Aug. 0.—Reports 
from 


various points in this vicinity that yes- 
terday's storm damage, outside of that 
done to crops amounts to about 523,000 
within a ralius of 25 miles of the city. 
The fierce wind unroofed many farm 
buildings nnd lightning set fire to oth- 
ers. 


In Yucatan, Minn., the Tarrier general 


store waft completely demolished, entail- 
ing 
a loss of $!5,006. Near Whitehall, 


Wis., lightning caused the. burning of 
two barns, one hundred tons of hay and 
fifteen head of cattle. A freight train 
on the Green Buy road was wrecked by 
u washout near Whitehall.

Declares She Did Not Shoot fiyan

Aurora Hodge who .confessed in Grand 
Rapid.?, Mich., that she was implicated 
in the murder of William X. Ryan, no 
ag-ed spectacle peddler arrested lit Mur- 
ray, Utah a few week* ago and who h»s 
been brought here for trial cow deol*re» 
she did not firs tie »bot thit killed 
Byan. Ryarfa remains were exhumed 
yesterday and a bullet hole was found in 
the head. When told of this Mra. Hodg« 
appeared much surprised. 


"If lie died from that wound I did not 


kill him' ehc said to her attorneys. "I 
admit that I shot at him. I tie.d hi* 
hands over by the big tree and he got 
loose and started after me. I had to pro- 
'tcct myself and fired at him. I fired at 
.his side. It would be impossible for me 
to shoot him in the crown of the head 
when lie "was up and running. He was 
not tied when I shot at him and if he 
was found tied someone else did it.' 


Mrs. Hodge refused to give any infor- 


mation as to the identity of her accom- 
plice. 


A picture in Mrs. Hodge's effects has 


been identified as that of a man who 
was seen in company with Ryan and 
Mrs. Hodge a few days before the mur- 
der. Mrs. Hodge at first said the picture 
was that of her husband. This she now 
denies. The police believe that this man 
was the accomplice.

ASOTIN, Wash., Aug. 5—Despite tlie 


efforts of the victim's father. 
Sheriff 


llichard's 
of Asolin county, who 
had 


sworn in 25 deputies to guard William 
Hamilton, a well-to-do farmer, the con- 
fessed murderer of little Mabel Richards, 
was forcibly taken from the Asotin coun- 
ty jail shortly after midnight and lynch- 
ed by a mob of over 1,000 which had 
been congregating all day from all parts 
of Asotin county. 


About 12:15 o'clock twenty men, their 


faces 
concealed 
with 
handkerchiefs, 


marched in orderly manner up the street 
toward the jail, swept the guards aside 
and took the keys from them. When 
the cell containing the guilty man was 
reached no key could be found to fit it 
It was necessary to saw and hack the 
bars until the door could be opened. Af- 
ter fifteen minutes' delay Hamilton 
dragged out of" the cell and into tho 
yard, 


Mcanwhila another company of mark- 


ed men, about eighty in number, bad 
marched up the street and taken posi 
tions opposite tlie jail- With these men 
none attempted to interfere. They kept 
back the crowd which had "-filled 
the 


streets all night awaiting the lynching. 
Soon there came a procession from the 
jail yard. 


On cither side of the doomed man was 


a masked man clutching the murderer's 
arm and hauling 
him around. Beside 


him another masked man pressed closely 
with his hand over the murderer's mouth 
to prevent 
a possible 
outcry. Other 


members of tho jail-storming mob came 
behind. As the group came forward the 
masked men who had been guarding the 
entrance

THOUSANDS IX MAD RUSH.' 


Those below instantly made a rush to

Sarto" were the' erica which could bo 
nintly heard above the din -that was rag- 
ng from end to end of the historic ca- 
hedrul. The attendants at the gallery 
rindow who had hung out the same ban- 
,er as was previously displayed from the 
vindow in front, now hastily drew it up. 
Vith every sign of excitement they mo- 
ioned to the erowd.to go back to the 
tops of the St. Peters.. A greflt cry 
arose. Those who a few moments ago 
fere fighting their way into the ca'the- 
Tal now struggled with redoubled en- 
>ry to get out. It was the climax of the 
rxcitement—the pope was going'to bless 
he world from the -outside of the basil- 
ea which had not been done since the 
days when the Vatican ruled Rome. 


RUSH TO DESERT BASILICA. 


It wns a revolution which each seem- 


ed to think had been brought about by 
divine lavor and a terrific 
effort 
wns 


made to get out in time with extra ordi- 
mary vapidity the tmsilioa was almost 
deserted. Tho attendants hung the ban- 
ner outside and as all the. thousands 
waiting in the piazza, saw it and realized 
what was intended a great shout of ap- 
proval aroso. 


Then came a sudden 
revulsion.

It is' received with bowed 
and uncovered heads. 


The Fisherman's ring not yet having 


been found, a -new one designed by Cam- 
erlingo Oreglia was placed on the pon- 
tiff's finger a:i a. symbol of renewed pow- 
er and evidence that the Catholic church 
hns once more a sovereign head.

DOXS HIS NEW EOBES. 


While Prince Chigi, the master of the 


conclave, was drawing up the official act 
of the election and acceptance of the 
newly elected pope, the latter, surround- 
ed by his friends, disappeared into a 
small room near the (dtar, where he 
donned, with who can say, with what 
feelings of triumph and 
humility the 


white robes of hU office. 
Pius X wns as- 


sisted by his conclavist, who first knelt 
mid kissed his master's hand and thus 
received the first apostolic blessing given 
by Pope Pius X. The new pope was at- 
tired all in white with the exception of 
red shoes which waji quite regular, but 
he did not stop to remove the red cardi- 
nal's stockings for the white papal ones, 
end these showed as he raised his gown 
to move forward. When he was quite 
robed, the secretary 
of the conclave, 


Consignor Merry Del Val, kneeling, of- 
fered him the papal white cap, amidst 
breathless silence:- He did .not 
follow 


the precedent created by Pope Leo, who 
declined to give his red cap to the mas- 
ter of ceremonies as a sign' that he would 
soon be created a cardinal, but with a 
slight smile Sorto took the white cap, 
placed it calmly on his head, and drop- 
ped the red ono lightly on the head ol 
Consignor Merry Del Val amidst a. mur- 
mur of approval. This Is taken as a cer- 
tain indication that the happy recipient 
id soon to be raised to the oardinalate. 


CONGRATULATIONS ENSUE.

Then the bells of St..Peter boomed out 


as did those of all the churches of Rome, 
•giving the glad news to the world. 


As Cardinal Macchi returned to the 


Sistinc chapel after having .'performed 
his pious duty the new pope rose and on 
effort to make some kind of procession 
was made, but Pius X was literally car- 
ried iu triumph to his cell followed by a 
great 
concourse and preceded by 
the 


cross. He was stopped every step or two 
by those anxious to kiss his ring and re- 
ceive the papal blessing, which Sarto ac- 
corded with great benignity and pa- 
tience. 


"I TOLD YOU SO' IS HEARD. 


As the new pope parsed along, many 


of those present tried to prove that they 
had 
always known what the 
result 


would be and how satisfied they all were. 


"Why of course," shouted one, "be-fore 


the conclave gathered, I always said it 
would be he." 


If any of these compliments reached 


the ears of the pontiff he gave no sign 
thereof. When he arrived at-the door 
of his cell the pope turned and raising 
his hand.*, gave, in a voice almost suffo- 
cated with emotion, his benediction to 
the assembly, which received'it OD bend- 
ed knees. 


BLESSES PEOPLE OF ROME. 


After a short rest, imposed by the fa- 


tigue and emotion of his election Pius X 
joined his court is the Ducal hall for the 
solemn benediction which he was about 
to give to tho people of Rome. Al- 
though to ordinary eyes the confusion 
was as great as ever, to those practiced 
in the mysteries of the Vatican order waa 
coming out of chaos and the bearing.of 
all in the presence of the pope was much 
rworo formal. The babel of voices sank 
at 
his approach, while none addressed 


him unless he spoke, first. 


PROCEEDS TO ST. PETERS. 


The formal salutations having termin- 


ated, a procession was formed. In the 
center was the pontifT in his white robes, 
his figure standing out above those sur- 
rounding him, his silver hair gleaming 
under his white cap.

and two so lost control of their tempers 
that they had to be separated by the 
scandalized onlookers.

Pope Pius X assumes the pontifical 


robe with the best wishes of the great 
world of Christianity. The new 
pope 


Guiseppe (Joseph) Surto, created a car- 
dinal by Le.o X.HI in 1S93 under the ti- 
tle of S. Bern.imlo Dell Terme, was born 
lunc 2, ISM, and is therefore now sixty- 
cight years of age. He is a patriarch of 
Venice and bishop of Mantua and has 
attained high, church honors.. 


Pius X was regarded as one of the 


foremost liberals' of the, sacred college, 
but rather backwards about expressing- 
opinions. He 
has disapproved 
of the 


policy of Rampolla, this being assured 
at the time when in objecting to some 
course of the noted cardinal, his action 
received the approval of Leo XIII. 


He has not been active in politics, and 


in tho more public work of his church, 
retiring, but has been considered to be 
verv liberal in his conception of things, 
highly cultured, of strict 
uprightness, 


and very kind hearted. His good works 
have given him a distinct standing and 
it he has been less active in worldly pol- 
ities he has been foremost in practicing 
those religious duties that, bring with 
hem the sweet reward for his church. 
It may open a now era for i.he Catho-

Pope Pius X wished to see personally

Cardinals Hold an Informal Reception 
.—Procession Was a Gorgeous Pag- 


eant — Pontiff Shows Knowl- 


edge of Politics. 


ROME, "Aug, 6.—During one full hour 


liJiis morning there seemed to*J>e nothing 
but 
vibrating 
sounds, so penetrating 


were the strokes of the bells of about 
five hundred churches which all ringing 
together, absorbed all other noises. The 
ringing was in honor of the^clection of 
Pius X—a we'como unique of its kind 
and ordered by Cardinal Respigio vicar 
general of Rome who issued special in- 
structions therefor. All the churches 
contemporaneously celebrated 
masses 


•for the event, the intoning of the Ore- 
mus combining with the harmony.. The 
bells involuntarily served another pur- 
pose, that of ringing in the great cere- 
mony of the reception of the diplomatic 
body, accredited to the Holy See. Rome 
•has lately been surfeited with Vatican 
functions but 'that of this morning was 
so striking that it held its own with 
the others. 


The members of the 
sacred -college 


gathered before the hour set for the cere- 
mony and held a kind of informal re- 
ception, 'the conclave, short as it was, 
having brought them cordially together. 
iA procession was then formed. First 
came -the Swiss guards, which give a pe- 
culiar medieval splendor to all 
papal 


gatherings th&n- the Palatine guard 'fol- 
lowed in irregular ranks by the whole 
pontifical court, in its 
multiform 
and 


multicolored costumes, the cardinals in 
all the gorgeousnoss 
of their 
scarlet 


robes, nnd the bishops, . scarcely 
less 


striking in their purple. The pope, in 
spotless white, his gray hair in harmony 
•with, his whole 
attire 
surrounded 


by 'the noble guard who always remain 
Bear his person, went on foot just as the 
ethers. 
The procession having gained 


the pall of the throne, where the mem- 
bers of the .diplomatic hcdy were gath- 
ered, Senhor JD'Antas, the 
Portuguese 


ambassador and dean of the corps, read 
in a' clear voice 'the collective greeting 
of the colleagues, presenting -their, hom- 
age to the. new pope and assuring him 
of their fidelity. 


Phix~X answered with great cordiality 


thanking them heartily for their good 
wishes. 


All then kissed his hand and the pon- 


tiff -took this opportunity of speaking 
personally to each, showing a knowledge 
of the politics of the diverse countries, 
which surprised 'the diplomats. The new 
pontiff being credited with taking small 
interest in affairs outside of Rome. 
It 


was another surprise to them to hear 
Lira speak French if not fluently at least 
with a certain readiness. Altogether the 
whole audience gave promise of a new 
era of international cordiality at' -the 
Vaticun. 


The pope has derided to hold a secret 


consistory on Monday next and a public 
consistory on the Thursday following.

The election of Cardinal Sarto as pope

THE CORONATION RITES 


New I*op0 Will be Crowned According to 


a Kite 5OO Years Old. 


ROME, Aug. 6.—The coronation sere- 


monies will be performed at St. Peters 
on Sunday according to a rite dating 
back to the latter part of the fourteenth 
century. As the pope enters the church 
a clerk of the papal chapel holds up be- 
fore him a reed surmaiinte'd by a hand- 
ful of llax. This is lighted; it flashes 
up for a moment and then dies out at 
once as the chaplain chants: 


"Pater sanctc sia transit gloria muB- 


di," (Holy Father, thus pnsaeth away the 
world's glory). This is donn tlirec times. 
'Jlic m»as is thdn begun as usui.l.'hut be- 
fore tho incantation at the nlt-ar t)he bless- 
ing of tho pontiff-elect is pronounced by 
three cardinal bishops each ol whom 
recites a prayer over h_im. After the 
Collects come the so-called laides that is, 
three-fold supplications to God for the. 
.welfare of the new pope. The corona- 


tion itself takes place after the mass, in 
the balcony over the portico of St. Pet- 
ers overlooking' the great piazza. ,The 
second cardinal 
deacon takes o'ff 
the 


mitre which until now the pope has worn 
and then the senior, cardinal Macchi 
places the tiara on his head with the 
cry "Kyrie eleison." 


The .pope reckons his pontificate from 


his coronation day, although of course, 
he is pope from the day of his elecftiou.

ment of the participants in the assassin- 
ation of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga. 


A St. Petersburg dispatch to the Col- 


ogne Gazette says two Servian officers 
who were deputed to attend King Pet- 
er's sons on their journey to Belgrade to 
join their father, have not been permit- 
ted to cross the Russian frontier, the 
Russian legation at'Belgrade having re- 
fused to '-'vise" their passports, because 
they were implicated in the assassina- 
tion of King Alexander and Queen Dra- 
ga.

THE BAROMETER 


Tornado Strikes St. Louis Fair Build- 


ings-One Man Killed and Property 


Damaged-Macliinery Bnilding1 


Stripped of Scaffolding. 


CHICAGO, 111., Aug. C.—For nearly an 


hour yesterday Chicago waa threatened 
with a tornado such as wrecked i3t. Louis 
seven years ago. The mere absence of 
some slight atmospheric change such as 
a puffy breeze from the lake saved the 
city and its people from a fearful cala- 
mity. 


The storm •wreaked1 its fury in many 


places in the middle" West, however. St. 
Louis was struck by. a fierce' gale, the 
new fair grouoda receiving the brunt of 
the gnats,,, which swept" a 
number of 


••workmen from the great buildings, kill- 
ing one .outright, fatally hurting another 
and injuring a dozen .more. 


Wisconsin, Mic'hignn, 'Iowa, Indiana, 


Minnesota, Kentucky and other 'stages 
in the Mississippi arid'Ohio valleys were 
in the path of the1 •storm: -The net re- 
sults in all these Elates were not'a few 
people killed and more injured. But the 
fury of the .wind which visited these 
states would hnve bnen centralized on 
this city had the necessary condition, 
providentially lacking, appeared at the 
proper moment. 


"For at least three-quarters 
of an 


hour I expected a tornado any minute," 
said Prof. Walz last night "The sud- 
den fall of the barometer, the greatest 
since the St. Louis cydlone in 1896, ac- 
companied by the hjgh winds and.rise in 
temperature,'supplied all the ^conditions' 
incident of such a death dealing tempest. 
Any one of a dozen atmospheric changes 
would have brought this upon Chicago. 
The springing up of a slight wind from 
the lake might have sent the mass of 
air overhead whirling about OUT tall of- 
fice buildings and seriously testing their 
construction. 


ST. LOUIS FAIR STRUCK. . 


ST. LOUIS, Mo,, Aug. 0.—A small tor- 


nado swept over Sfc, Louis yesterday and 
tore through the world's fair grounds, 
killing ^heodore Riclvter, a florist, prob- 
ably fatally injuring A. J. Clark, a car- 
penter, and severely .hurting several la-- 
borers, besides causing.-damage to build- 
ings and other property to the extent of 
$10,000. 


The doy had been extremely warm, 


the temperature registering 94. Sudden- 
ly the sky began growing dark and soon 
•the storm broke with the force of a gale. 
In the city pedestrians hurried to shelter 
and the wind swept through the streets, 
causing broken windows, the falling of 
street signs, and the leveling of shade, 
trees. 


A-f, the world's fair grounds the wind- 


swept from the southeast to the north- 
wc 
The Agricultural building stood 


in its path nnd six laborers working on 
scaffolding were hurlod to the ground 
and nine sets of trusses and timbers were 
razed. 


Richtcr was running to shelter when 


he was struck by a flying plank, dying 
instantly. ..The wind struck the Machin- 
ery building and one of .the two towers 
was stripped of scaffolding and the work- 
men were hurled 'to the ground. Debris 
was blown against the staff covered sides 
of the completed Electricity building and 
sections of the staff were torn away. 
The Missouri state buildings wero dam- 
aged slightly. 


Along Skinker 
road, which 
passes 


through the world's fair grounds, t\y,enty 
telegraph 
poles, heavily strung with 


wires, snapped and' Ml across the street 
car track, for the time blocking traffic. 
The wind lasted about fifty minutes and 
was "followed by a torrent of ruin, accom- 
panied by hail. The temperature drop- 
ped within ten minutes from 94 to 68 de- 
grees. 


Along the river front the wind swept 


a number of lumber piles into the wa- 
ter and blew light freight 
from 
the 


wharfboats. 


SEVER3<> STORM ABOUT LACROSSE. 
LA CR'OSSE, Aug. p.—Reports from 


various points in this vicinity that yes- 
terday's storm damage, outside of that 
done to crops amounts to about $25,000 
within a ralius of 25 miles of the city.

HIS V1CTDI WAS 


DATJGrETfiB, OF SHERIFF 


Slieriff^Biehards Swears iu25 Deputies 


to Guard Daughter's, Murderer 
Froni ifnry ol Mob-Guarda But 
Handful lor Infuriated Citizens. 


' ASOTIN, Wash., Aug. 5.—Despite the 
efforts .of the victim's father;. Sheriff 
Richards 
of Asotin county ^ who 
had 


s\vora in 25 deputies to guard William 
Hamilton, a. well-to-do farmer, the con- 
fessed murderer of litftle Mabel Kich&rda, 
was forcibly taken from the Asotin coun- 
ty jail shortly after midnight and lynch- 
ed by a mob of over 1,000 which had 
been congregating all day from all parts 
of Asotin county. 


About 12:15 o'clock twenty men, their 


faces 
concealed 
with 
handkerchiefs, 


marched in orderly manner up the street 
toward the jail, swept the guards aside 
and took the keys from them. When 
the cell containing the guilty man wag 
reached no key could be found to fit it. 
It was necessary to saw and hack the 
bars until the door could be opened. Af- 
ter fifteen minutes' delay Hamilton was 
dragged out of* the cell and into the 
yard':, 
. : 
. - - . . . . 


Meanwhile another company of mask- 


ed men, about eighty in number, bad 
marched up the street and taken posi- 
tions opposite the jaiU With these men 
none attempted to interfere. They kept 
back the crowd which had "filled the 
streets all night. awaiting the lynching. 
Soon there came a procession from the 
jail yard. 


Ou either side of the doomed man was 


.a masked man clutching the murderer's 
arm and hauling him around. Beside 
him another masked man pressed closely 
with his hand over the murderer's mouth 
to prevent 
a possible 
outcry. Other- 


members of the jail-storming mob came 
behind. As the group came forward the 
masked men who had been guarding the 
entrance 
to the jail formed a 
chain 


about the^ captive and captors and in 
this manner they proceeded, keeping the 
crowd at a distance about three blocks 
of the street. When the lynchers and 
Hamilton reached the corner of First 
and Fillmore streets they halted under 
a guy wire, connecting electric light 
poles. Here one of the lynchers asked 
Hamilton if ho wanted to confess. He 
did so. 


Finally he asked that his jewelry, 


some trifling trinkets he had,in hia pos- 
session, and his watch, be given to hia 
father and mother, and the promise was 
kept. 


Then there was another short wait. 


The manner of Hamilton's death was un- 
der discussion. Some of the mob wanted 
to torture" him, but it was decided to 
hnng him. A mask was put over Ham- 
ilton's head. The rope was then placed 
about his neck and then thrown over the 
guy wire. It was seized-by the men and 
the body, was lifted off the ground and 
suspended. After the lynchers were cer- 
tain he was dead the rope wa-s tied to 
the telegraph pole arid the body left sus- 
pended. The crowds then left. 


METEORITE FALLS IN 


CHICAGO ALLEY 


Seventy-Five Found Metallic Mass Drops 


From Heavens. Emitting a Dazzling: 


Blnzo of Uffht and Sulpliaroua

Fumea. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—People living on 


the North Side were awakened at 1:30 
o'clock yca'terday morning hy a metetir- 
ite, which fell in an alley in the rear of 
36 W'hHing street. 
Flames of intolera- 


ble intensity and sulphurous fumes is- 
sued from the moss of metallic substance 
for' about 'twenty miffutes, 
while 
the 


neighborhood resounded with the excited 
shouts of the beholders. 


James Frost and his wife were first 


awakened by the shrill hissing sound and 
the peculiar illumination, as it was near- 
est to their hack porch 'that the extra- 
terrestrial visitor came. Frost described 
it in this way:. ' 


"Tlie light was of a green color for 


five or ten seconds, and came from two 
spots on the object. Then it went out, 
and smoke that had a smell like sulphur 
poured.forth for about the same length 
of time, giving way to a reddish light. 
Then there was more smoke, followed by 
a white light. Imagine 'the 
strongest 


white glare you ever saw, and then think 
of it magnified ' ten times. 
It was so 


strong that I had to turn my head, al- 
though I was behind a screen door, and 
I saw neighbors holding papers 'and 
cloths before their eyes for shields." 


No one in the neighborhood had the 


temerity to approach the meteorite until 
daylight. ' Th«n Frost 'took it to his 
home. Its weight is about sevonty-nve 
pounds, and its dimensions arc about 
eignt by eighteen inches. It is ptrons in 
parts, r>u,t some sections look like slag, 
while still others have the appearance of 
iron and copper. 
Thflre are numerous 


small cavities, and the whole substance 
is no* unlike what may be found in Ja- 
va beds about the craters of volcanoes.

Never to be Forgotten Ones-Wheat 


Pit in Its Wildest Moments a 


Mild Comparison. 


ROME, Aug. 4.—Cardinal Sarto was 


this morning elected pope and assumed 
the title of Pius X. 


the new pope appeared in St. Peters, 


where, amidst tremendous 
excitement 


he pronounced his first apostolic bles- 
sing. Many thousands witnessed the his- 
toric scone and signified their approval 
oi the choice of the cardinals by tumul- 
tuous cheering. 


The usual large crowd assembled be- 


fore St. Peters at about 10:30 a. m., to 
await the rising of 'the smoke from the 
Sistinc chapel. Hundreds of 
carriages 


stc-sd in the blistering sun, which seem- 
ed hotter than ever. The colonades were 
blocked with people but even there the 
anxious watchers could scarcely escape 
from the severe hca't. When the quarter 
after 11 o'clock struck the crowd left its 
shelter and stood bravely in 
the . sun 


in the belief that the smoke would ap- 
pear within a few minutes as it had con- 
sistently given its signal at about this 
•hour since the conclave commenced. 


Minu-tes sped on and still no smoke- 


was seen. When the bells sounded half 
past eleven the ministers and others left 
their carriages and joined the watchers 
on the steps of the basilica. 


MINUTES SEEMED HOURS. 


Insiie St. PeHers many also were wait- 


ing and the suspense was intense. Thous- 
ands were running from 
the 
nearby 


streets the delay in the fourth conclave 
being interpreted to mean that a decis- 
ion had at length 
been reached. The 


'troops spread 
themselves 
across 
the 


square and nervous anticipation possess- 
ed all. Hundreds of-surmises passed from 
injuth to mouth. Minutes seemed like 
hours. St. Peters boomed out the three 
quarters of the hour and there was still 
no sign either of 'the 'Sfumata or of an 
announcement. 


A second later a great central window 


of St. Peters facing the pin^za 
swung 


elowly open. A loud shout arose and all 
rushed madly towards the cardinal. At 
the open window half a dozen Vatican at- 
tendants appeared. Suddenly they broke 
out into the fierce sunlight a 
banner 


bearing a cardinal's arms. Reinforcements 
of troops crossed the piazza at the dou- 
ble, 
then closed their ' ranks and held 


back man}' who strained every nerve to 
get close to 'the window. 


SARTO'S ARMS DISPLAYED. 


For a minute or so none knew to which 


cardinal belonged the arms, so signifi- 
cantly displayed. Then the rumor arose 
t!Tat they were Sarto's but few persons 
were absolutely 'sure of their identity. 
Five hundred 'troops lined up around the 
top of St. Peters steps, thus dividing the 


huge doors and in. spite 6f their width a 
crush occurred in which some" narrowly 
escaped injury. 


The crowd swept into St. Peters still 


cheering, still waving nata. 
Within a 


pandemonium reigned. 
Those 
aSready 


standing in a good position to see the 
gillery windows, where Pius, X was mo- 
mentarily expected 
to 
appear, 
were 


hurled back to the further end of the 
Nave by the irresistable impulse oE those 
seeking entrance; 
"Pope Pius" and 


"Sarto" were the' eriea 'which could be 
faintly heard above the din that was rag- 
ing from end to end of the historic ca* 
theclral. The attendants at the .gallery 
window who had hung out the same ban- 
ner as was previously displayed from the 
window in front, now hastily drew it.up. 
With every sign of excitement they mo- 
tioned to the crowd.to go back to the 
steps of the. St. Peters., A great cry 
arose. Those who. a few moments ago 
were fighting their way .into , the cathe- 
dral now struggled with redoubled en- 
ery to get out. It was the climax of the 
excitement—the pope was going 'to bless 
the world from the outside of the basil- 
ica which had not been done since the 
days when the Vatican ruled Rome.' 


RUSH TO DESERT BASILICA. 


It was a revolution which; cadi seem- 


ed to think had been brought about by 
divine favor and a terrific (effort 
was 


made to gel out in time with extraordi- 
mary rapidity the basilica was almost 
deserted. The attendants hung the ban- 
ner outside and as all the thousands 
waiting in the piazza saw it .and realized 
what was intended a great shout of ap- 
proval arose. 


Then came a sudden revulsion. As 


quickly as the banner had.been let clown 
it was drawn up. The plans had been 
again changed. The la^t rush ihat im- 
mediately followed for the doors of St. 
Peters was almost indescribable. How 
so many people entered the, basilica in 
so short a,time without injury will al- 
ways remain a. mystery. Inside the pan 
demonlum increased. 


AMERICANS WAVE FLAGS. 


A wheat pit in its wildest moments 


could not compare with the stately Nave 
of St. Peters at 'this moment. At the 
gallery windows stood Cardinal Mathieu, 
Mohsignor Merry Del Val and several 
other cardinals. The cen'ter place was 
vacant. Amongst the seething mass be- 
low which never "ceased waving hats, two 
members of the American pilgrimage 
Father Finch of Niagara University and 
Father McGo'wan of New York held aloft 
American flags. These swayed brightly 
around the Nave as the bearers were al- 
ternately borne forward and backward 
by the 'ebb and flow of the throng. 


In a few moments terrific cheers broke 


forth from every throat. There, with 
tho sun streaming in from the window 
behind, was the new pope. His rich rec 
papal robes shown resplendent amidst 
the more sombre colors of those who 
stood beside him. For'a few moments 
the tall form remained perfectly 
still 


the pontiff was waiting for silence. 


The deafening roar of cheers sbowec 


no signs of diminishing. Mgr. Merry 
del Val waved for peace but none came 


BENEDICTION PRONOUNCED. 


Then Pius X raised his hand. In the 


twinkling of an eye the crowd mad witV 
excitement but a moment before, became 
dumb and a deathlike silence prevaUet 
throughout -the basilica. 
It was broke 


only by the clear strong Voice of the new 
pope. 


"Ajuboriurn Nostrum inmonine domie'

slight smile Sarto took the white cap, 
placed it calmly on Ms head, and drop- 
ped the red one lightly on the head of 
Monsignor Merry Del Val amidst a mur- 
jriur of approval. Tliis Is taken as a cer- 
tain indication that the happy recipient 
is soon to be raked to the oardlnalate. 


CONGRATULATIONS ENSUE. 


As the new pontiff ^stepped" from be- 


hind the altar, the only touch of color 
rtibput him being his red and gold shoes,

GIVES PAPAL BLESSING. 


Phis X then rose ,and in yi voice at 
rat tremulous, but gradually becoming

In the meanwhile masons and carpen- 
ers had been busy breaking down doors, 
o that the cardinal deacons, together 


h the master of ceremonies and the 


jonclavists and many others, might pro- 
ceed to the balcony of St: Peters. The 
;opulace waiting in the piazza had al- 
cady at half past 11 o'clock seen the 
tiny- thread of smoke almost transpar- 
ent, which warned them what to expect, 
so that wlien the- windows on the bal- 
cony slowly opened and the great gleam- 
ng cross was seen, the excitement and 
mpatience 'heightened to the extreme. 


Slowly Cardinal Macehi secretary of 


,he congregation of apostolic briefs ad- 
vanced and exclaimed- in a loud voice: 


'Annuntio Vobis Gaudium Magnum 


ilabernus Papem Eminent

Then the bells of St.rPeter boomed out 


as did those of all thu churches of Rome, 
giving the glad news to the world.. 


As Cardinal Macehi returned to the 


Sistine chapel after having .performed 
lis pious duty the new pope rose and an 
effort to make some "kind of procession 
was made, but Pius X was literally car- 
ried in triumph to his cell followed by a 
great 
concourse and preceded by 
the 


:foss. He was stopped every step or two 
by those anxious to kiss his ring and re- 
ceive the pa-pal blessing, which Sarto ac- 
corded with great benignity and pa- 
tience. 


"I TOLD YOU SO' IS HEARD. 


As the new pope passed along, many 


of those present tried to prove that they 
had 
always 
known what the result 


would be and how satisfied they all were. 


"Why of course," shouted one, "before 


the conclave gathered, I always said it 
would be he." 


If any of these compliments readied 


the care of the pontiff be gave no sign 
thereof. When he arrived at-the door 
of his cell'the pope turned and raising, 
his hands, gave, in a voice almost suffo- 
cnted with emotion, his benediction to 
the assembly, which received it on bend- 
ed knees. 


BLESSES PEOPLE OF ROME. 


After a short rest, imposed by the fa- 


tigue and emotion of his election Pius X 
joined his court in the Ducal hull for the 
solemn benediction which he was about 
to give to the people of Rome. Al- 
though to ordinary eyes the confusion 
was as great as ever, to those pTaoficed 
in the mysteries of the Vatican order was 
coming out of chaos and the bearing, of 
all in the presence of the pope was much 
more formal. The babel of voices sank 
at 
his approach, while none addressed 


him unless he spoke first. 


PROCEEDS TO ST. PETERS. 
"' 


^The formal salutations having termin- 
ated, a procession was formed. In. the 
center was the pontiff in his white robes, 
his figure standing out above those sur- 
rounding him, his silver hair gleaming 
under Ms white cap. He was surround- 
ed by the cardinals!still in their violet 
robes 
and preceded by the 
pontifical 


cross, the jewels of which flashed as 
though they also triumphed in Sarto's 
.success, while the conclavists and prer 
latos seemed really jubilant in their joy 
and satisfaction. 


The procession,traversed many noble 


halls until it approached the window 
looking into St. Peter's. From below 
rose a murmur of voices, which, al- 
though subdued by distance, denoted the 
presence of a large concourse of people. 
The pope was seen to grow palo and then 
turning to Cardinal Baccilieri, Wfio stood 
beside him. he said: 


"Now I understand the* emotion Pope 


Leo always showed when going into St. 
Peters to have the eyes of n great crowd 
focused on him. It Is almost terrify- 
ing." 


CONTROLS EMOTION. 


Standing forward in the window the 


others having fallen back, he deliberate- 
ly controlled himself and looked across 


tbe great basilica.' Crossing1, himself 
Sarto raised his hand and in a voice pal- 
pably tremulous; he said, as soon as the 
cries from below gave an opportunity: 


"Aiidietorium Nostrum . In Nomine 


Dumini." 


("We speak in the name of the Mas- 


ter.") 


"Qni Fecit Coelum Et Terrain." 
("Who made heaven and earth." 
In a thrilling voice the pope respond- 


ed: 


"Sit Nomen Domini Benedictum." 
{"May the name of the Master be 


blessed.") 


Then raising himself to his full height 


and leaning forniard as much as possi- 
ble he intoned: 


"Benedictal Vos Omnxpotens Deus," 


("May the Omnipotent God bless 'you.) 
etc., which called forth such applause 
that several minutes elapsed before the 
pontiff could retire. He then drew back 
and the procession reforming, turned to 
the Ducal -hall. At the moment of; leav- 
ing the window Pius X turned to Mon- 
signor Disleti who happened to be beside 
him and said: 


"I shall never again feel just tlie same 


emotion," 


ELECTION PROC'LAIJIED. 


The election of Pius- X once it was con- 


summated, was proclaimed in a loud 
voice by the cardinal scrutineers in the 
sacred college. Monsignor Merry 
Did 


Val, secretary Of the conclave, 
and 


Prince Chigi, marshal of the conclave, 
were notified through a bell by Cardinal 
Oreglia. They entered the Sistine chap- 
el atnld visible excitement, the eager 
faces of the conclavist* and prelates be- 
ing seen crowding about the door. 


It is impossible to describe the confu- 


sion in the chapel. The friends and sup- 
porters of the new pope gathered around 
him, 
complimenting and congratulating 


him, 
crying "Viva," and even clapping 


their lands without ceremony.- They 
appeared to be unable to contain their 
joy. These few moments of oblivion 
gave Sarto's opponents time to recover 
their balance and conceal their chagrin; 
although the majority even among thera 
declared themselves to be satisfied, with 
the result, and only a- few sour faces 
were seen. 


Among the conclavists and prelates the 


expression of opinion was much freer 
arid two 30 lost control of their tempers 
that they had to be separated by the 
scandalized onlookers. There was great 
irritation on one side and a correspond- 
ingly great exultation on the other. 


PAY HOMAGE TO NEW POPE. 
"Sarto," Sarto," ran from inouth to 


mouth, penetrating to the fartherest 
corner of the Vatican precincts.

Cardinal Oreglia, as dean of the cardi- 


nal bishops, called Cardinals Neteto and 
Macehi, the deans respectively of the 
cardinal priests and cardinal deacons. 
They approached the new pontiff saying 
in Latin distinctly, but in'a shaking 
voice; 


-"Do you accept your election accord- 


ing to the canonical" law as supreme pon- 
tiff?" 


The moment was one of extreme ten- 


sion or feeling. There was a perceptible 
pause before Pius X found and controlled 
his voice. Then he answered simply, 
"Yes." The cardinals thereupon remov- 
ed their baldachins so that that of Say- 
to was the only one remaining-, tlius 
marking Tiim as their supremo head. The 
passing supremacy of the cardinals was 
gone and was now concentrated in one 
person.

In 
years gone by H has been customary 
with sheriffs to perform certain work 
for the county of Racine fot $4,500, of 
course receiving $2,000 salary 
besides, 


making the total amount $6,500. The 
contract provides that the sheriff shall 
perform all duties required by law, pay 
expenses, board prisoners, except those 
imprisoned under the city charter. All 
washing is also done for the prisoners. 


The sheriff also agrees 
to- take 
all 


prisoners to 'the following state institu- 
tions: 
\Vaupun, home for the 
feeble 


minded at Chippewa Falls; to school at 
Sparta,; insane hospitals at Winnebago 
and Ga-tlitT, industrial school at Wauke- 
eha; industrial school for girla at Mil 
waukee; state reformatory at 
Green 


Bay; also perform all criminal -work for 
Kacine county, and for which the coun- 
ty would be liable in and out of the 
stats of Wisconsin. 


The sheriff claims that it has cost him 


more money up to the present 'time than 
he has received, on account of there be- 
ing so many persons to convey to the 
different institutions, like Waupun, in- 
sane asylums, industrial 
schools, 
etc 


Next year he will refuse to contract with 
the county and will make charges for 
'his services as the la\t allows, outside 
of his regular salary of $2,000. 


This will be not only a surprise to the 


members of the county board, but also 
to the people of the county, for 'the be- 
lief has always prevailed that the sher- 
iff.has made all kinds of money on the 
contract system.

It is a new departure astounding Wis- 


consin people that its governor should 
so far forget the proprieties as to in the 
presence of audiences gathered for no 
such purpose, fulminate charges against 
thousands of reputable citizens that class 
hatreds be encouraged and one part of 
the people be turned against another 
part. Whatever may be true in the al- 
leged mission of the governor, whatever 
may be true as to primary election re- 
form and whatever may be tme or a 
part as to the iniquities of Wisconsin 
railroads 'in the matter of freight dis- 
criminations, it is a sorry 'thing that to 
encourage hatred between citizen 
nnd 


Citizen, charges utterlj* unfounded 
are 


made 'on the one hand, and on the 'other 
scacrtalpus charges made of .corruption 
on the part of the majority of 'the last 
legislature. • 


it would seem if Governor Ln Follette 


is right that to differ with a reformer 
of 1ii3 type, a crime is committed ajd- 
roi'ttihg of no palliation. It is inconceiv- 
able any one could possibly have opin- 
ions contrary to those of the governor 
and his adherents and retain, his self re- 
spect. 
If he is'right, no citizen must 


presume to differ with an executive if IIR 
declares for certain reforms. 
IF he is- 


right no manufacturer must presume to 
say a word wlien it is proposed to put 
in motion political legislation affecting 
railroads. He must not peep if in his 
judgment such, legislation would be but 
the forerunner of serious disruption in 
business, and must not do as any other 
citizen does on the slightest provocation, 
write to his member of the senate and 
assembly. 


The governor charges the bills in which 


were contained the reforms desired were 
defeated by secret organization and cor- 
rupt methods. He charges bribery and 
charges it by wholesale and says he can 
prove it. Further he declares members 
of the legislature were elected by cor- 
porative influence and voted under such.

freight shipments in the opinion of. the 
governor are unworthy of being listened 
to. 
The governor charges legislators 


were ordered to vote against the bill on 
peril of mceUng 'this fate, business ex- 
tinction. Is this true? 
Can the gover- 


nor prove it? But what is 'to be said'as 
regards those differing with the gover- 
nor in certain reforms he desires which 
if carried out would perpetuate political 
control in a certain class, and bar out 
all others. 


II the governor were more tolerant, 


if Se_eould for one moment admit other 
people might' possibly 
think 
different 


from him, and for one moment consider 
such differences of opinion were notcrimes 
under Wisconsin statutes, and for one 
moment consider there were certain pro- 
prieties in this life sane people believe 
should be observed, trial a 
reasonable 


amity prevail among those of different 
minds, perhaps outsiders, might have a 
better opinion of Wisconsin

methods at* the present period. Abuse 
and intolerance are not arguments. This 
is just what is the matter with the gov- 
ernor. There are people who, though 
they may ha*e to admit it, are unable to 
agree, -with him in many matters. They 
would like to consider this as the hu- 
man nature of it. 
God having made 


men and women of dffferent minds, and 
thus be at peace, but tho -governor will 
huve none of it. One must agree with 
him, or be hopelessly cast out in the 
outer darkness. 
The governor 
is 
a 


brainy man, a man of vigorous mind and 
undoubtedly filled with lots of honest 
zeal. But it is badly directed, badly-sort- 
ed' out, and warped to the extent he is 
wholly unable 'to pursue his way legiti- 
mately rfdvaijeing his Mca-6 and p'erceivfe. 
merit, in his ieUow citizen if perchance 
they do_not agree with him. Certain 
newspapers that warmly supported the

and continues to permit corporations to 
consolidate, to enlnrgp, and .from actual 
values to place stock values' or issues at 
fabulously increased "amounts from their 
true valuation, and the public cheerfully 
continue to pay the dividends and be- 
lieve the assertions of the 
Capitalists 


their lines don't pay, or pay such small 
dividends. The dividends'are paid upon 
immensely inflated values and «ilso upon 
the franchise value upon which assured- 
ly they should do nothing of the sort, 


However Governor bummins declares 


tho conservatism of prosperity compass- 
ed' the death of the Aldrich and Fowler 
bills last winter. He says:

with speculation on the stock exchanges, 
or suffering from an indigestion of se- 
curities. Various suggestions have been 
made to-'alleviate 'the .conditions 
when 


deemed necessary and an automatic cur- 
rency that could inflate on short notice 
and commit the very least harm, has been 
the desideratum.- .But the efforts have 
mostly'bee.n in the direction of an'oesefc 
currency,' of laws enabling banks to, in- 
flate readily, nud of enabling'banks'to 
use other fhoh government securities to, 
prace with/the treasury in securing gov- 
ernment .deposits. 


The ..Aldrich measure for deposits and. 


the Fowler bill for currency issues have 
been before the country and pretty well 
discredited and notably ao' by western 


banking interests. But a very noticeable 
change has come over the face of things 
i£ the recent utterances oJ men like 
Comptroller Ridgely are taken notice of 
as they should. Not only has the comp- 
troller been talking moat modestly of fi- 
nancial changes, but hints from Wash- 
ington hav<i been forthcoming froin JveU 
informed corresporidents, that the pro- 
posed inflation of the'currency and pro- 
posed new laws will be very modest in 
their extent indeed; 


The remarks of the comptroller of the 


currency made not long since wiU serve 
to give an idea as to how government of- 
ficials view the demands from the great 
financial interests of the east. It will be 
se&n such do not by any means contem- 
plate any jnaterial changes. and provide 
more security for the people, than for- 
merly proposed. .Mr. Kidgely said be 
fore the Georgia bankers association: 


"In our system elasticity has to'be

We should 
not if we could attempt now to radically 
change or do away with 
the 
present 


notes. The most conservative lind prac- 
tical suggestion seems to be to make no 
change in 'the present bank circulation, 
but to allow the banks to issue in ad- 
dition to the present -notes 
a 
certain 


percentage of notes uncovered by any 
bond deposit, but 
against which the 


banks should be required to hold iii gold 
or its equivalent the same reserves as 
against deposits and at the same time to 
so. add to the laws and regulations in 
regard to redemption as to provide for 
ample requirements arid means for re- 
demption and retirement. 


"This redemption machinery can and 


should be made so complete and effective 
as to lead to constant and frequent re- 
demption of these co'tes. It is also part 
of this plan to provide a guarantee fund 
for the payment of all these uncovered 
gold-reserve oot'es. Each bank will be 
required to pay into this fund 5 per cent, 
of its uncovered Dotes before they are 
issued, and this fund is to be maintained 
by a tax on this circulation. The pro- 
portion of uncovered gold-reserve notes 
proposed varies from 25 to 50 per cent. 
Fifty per cent could be permitted with 
safety, but 25 is enough to supply a con- 
siderable element of elasticity, nnd it 
may be well to begin with the smaller 
amount." 


But the general proposition can hard- 


ly, be disputed that the more the currency 
is arranged as desired by the great fi- 
nancial centers of speculation, of syndi- 
cates, of great combinations, the more 
will such prevail and extend,.in field of 
operations. It is now asserted by men 
who possess some fair ideas as regards 
finances.; that much of this agitation for 
bank-asset currency, the 
prettily 
ar- 


ranged arguments for 
automatic-infla- 


tion currency notes, is not well founded 
and ns fact, it will be just as well if not 
better for the country, if the present 
methods for increasing tbe currency are 
not a.dded to. 


A CKXSOJl 
OF MORALS. 


The secretary of the, Washington jprint- 


ers union says the union takes for its 
position that if it judges a. man is not fit 
•to belong to the organization, then he is 
not a fit man for the 'government to 
employ. But it is presumed the presi- 
dent and the cabinet will object to this 
interpretation as an invasion of the civil 
rights law which says nothing nbou-t a 
man's private affairs or as to his eon- 
duct being judged by any association. 
This secretary also says that the reasons 
which caused the union to expel the 
bookbinder Mr. Miller, will be sufficient 
when the public printer hears of them 
to cause the removal of the bookbinder. 
The trouble with the position of the un- 
ion is, that it is not safe to place the 
welfare of cifizens within the control of 
any associations, if it was 
so, none 


would ever know when they were safe. 
If a man may bo fired from his union 
for any cause sufficient for it. it cannot 
bo assumed such cause should be suffic- 
ient to demand his discharge from his 
employer or omploycrs,

has been claimed by one Chicago union 
and accepted by 'the Traction company 
involved. It has agreed

at all any ground whatever for his dis- 
charge- 'from tho government service nor 
any other person's. This is the position 
taken by the president. Now that it is 
known the public printing, establisltmeni 
is so completely under the control of 
the Union -the president it is stated will 
take such stops as. shall enable every 
citizen to have equal rights with any 
other citizen in obtaining employment 
therein. This is thet no organization can 
control as to -whom'- shall be employed 
or not employed, and that the test of 
employment'in the government service 
anywhere shall not be that of member- 
ship or non-membership in "any. organi- 
zation. It- is now very probable a con- 
gressional committee will be appointed 
in the next session to thoroughly investi- 
gate into the manner of the workings of 
the public printing and engraving . bur- 
eaus.

as intermediates for the cattle compan- 
ies. It says but fifty or so of these have 


been made within the past iwo or three

made w.ithin a few days and that "In the 
case of tfia widows who filed this week. 
an agreement was- made between them 
and cattle owners who desire ihe land for 
grazing privilege to • use the same ior 
making 'the improvements required by 
the government. It is in no way denied 
that such a«privilege lias been granted 
to, cattle owners .yho desire to use ihe 
land, but it is denied that any agreement 
of sale in any way has been made, but 
they take this means of securing the im- 
provements required, at no expense to 
themselves."

will, find these widows claims are 
all 


right, and.it is.^li right if the cattlemen 
utilize the widows in securing land .for 
grazing. It seems to be a fair thing :for

improvements made for nothing, while 
the ca/tHe syndicates secure the land for 
their purposes for what does hot cost 
them, anything, meanwhile the settlers 
who desire to work the land can take 
it out in wishing. Tnus thfi reaches of

POPE PIUS X. 
' 


Pope Pius X assumes the 
pontifical 


robe with the best wishes of the great 
world of Christianity. The new pope 
Guiseppe (Joseph) Sarto, created a car- 
dinal by Leo XIII in 1893 under the ti- 
tle of S. Bernando Dell Terme, was born 
June 2, 1835, and is therefore now sixty- 
eight years of age. He is a patriarch of 
Venice and. bishop p! Mantua and has 
attained high, church honors.. 


Pius X was regarded as one of the 


foremost liberals of the sacred college, 
but rather backwards about expressing 
opinions. He 
has disapproved Of the 


policy of Eampolla, this being assured 
at the time when in objecting to some 
course of ihe .noted cardinal, his action 
received the approval of Leo XIll. 


He has not been active in politics, and 


in the more public work of his church, 
retiring, but -has been1 considered to be 
very liberal in his conception of things, 
highly cultured, of strict 
uprightness, 


and very kind hearted. His good works 
have given him a distinct standing and 
if he has been less active in worldly pol- 
itics he has bcerl foremost in practicing 
those religious duties that bring with 
them the sweet reward for his church. 


It may open a new era for the Catho- 


He church. Possibly the cha-sm between 
the Italian government and the church 
that has remained open so long may be 
closed and this is not regarded as un- 
likely. America will hope the 
ever 


friendly relations maintained by his pre- 
decessor will be kept unbroken by. Pius 
X. The welfare of his church in this 
great republic can but be dear to his 
heart, and the religious liberty enjoyed 
by all is fully, as much a part, of the life 
of our Catholic religionists as those of 
others. JJo one better appreciated this 
than Leo XIII and lie was ever interest- 
ed in the progress of this country, and 
more than once referred to the freedom 
which his church enjoyed. It is believ- 
ed the new pope will follow upon these 
lines ns his nature tends to freedom, of 
enlightened progress rather than 
the 


narrow confines which chill. 


A CASE F-R-OM MISSOTIlI.

court of ^lissouri puts a 'new face upon 
anti-trust legislation, though in the de- 
cision thcro is nothing that is startling 
as 11 legal proposition. This case arose 
from one corporation having bought the 
goods, chattels and good will of anoFher 
corporation, 
completely 
eftacing 
and 


swallowing the purchased property, and 
tho court holds such purchase can not be 
interfered with by any anti-trust law. 
The anti-trust law of the state it seems 
prohibits 
corporations 
from 
agreeing 


upon pools, combining to fix prices; or 
combining to in anywise control prices, 
but the court declares this does not pre- 
vent one corporation from buying the 
assets, that is property, of any other cor- 
poration. This process may be coutin- 
ied just as long us the buying corpora- 
tion possesses money to invest and 
wishes to buy up its competitors. 


Thus while combines 
are 
forbidden 


there is nothing to prevent the devil be- 
ing whipped around the stump iji order 
to arrive at precisely the same thing, 
only in another way. So f9r instance, 
one corporation having bought up 
its 


rival corporations, paying for the prop- 
erty in any manner it mny have been 
able to1 provide for, later on it may, if it 
is so pleased, .dispose of its purchased 
property to the 
original owners, or 


ft can if it is pleased continue in opera- 
tion its bought up plants and' so arrange 
through its prices to accomplish precise- 
Iv the same effects as any combination 
would hare 
produced.

all the 


more proves tlmt there should be no 
freight 
discriminations 
of 
any 
sort 


whatever, no favors of any sort that one 
shipper be favored over another, 
and 


that there shall Su no wise anywheres be 
permitted by the law conspiracies in 
trade, by which the 'competitor is pre- 
vented from having the same opportuni- 
ties. 
.

ROME, Aug. 5.—Pope Pius X rose at 


5:30 this morning saying that ho did not. 
iviah to change his habits. He slept last 
night in the apartment occupied by Car- 
dinal .Oreglia during the 
interrignm, 


•which! is situated on the first floor of the 
•Vatican. No decision has yet been tak- 
en concerning the .pontiff's 
ultimate 


•[iiarters, but it is already said that he 
desired them to he extremely modest. , 


At 7:15 the pope said mass, assisted 


only by Monsignor Bressan, his conclav- 
ist. 
He afterwards 
took 
breakfast, 


'Which consisted of only coffee, tnilk and 
<i roll. /Then, as he stood against the 
window, from which he caught a glimpse 
fit the gardens of the Vatican, the pon- 
tiff exclaimed: 
"My first pleasure when 


I can spare a moment, will be to explore 
the gard«ns which now confine my little 
•world. Heigh-ho, how shall I get on 
without my long country tramps? How 
I shall miss them and my Bea!" 


Pope Pius X wished to see personally 


most of the innumerable telegrams of 
congratulation received, giving instruc- 
tions for the answers to those for which 
he cared most and looked at the copies, 
changing here and there a word. Then 
lie prepared for this morning's state re- 
ception of the cardinals in the Sistine 
chapel, which during the night had been 
cleared of its temporary furniture, used 
for the ballots and was assuming its 
normal aspect. 
LAST RITES OF SACRED COLLEGE. 


The third and last obedience of the sa- 


cred college tfas consummated this morn- 
ing, with the same ceremonial as before, 
in the Sistine chapel, the pope being in 
bis full pontifical robes and palpably re- 
stored in mind and nerves by a night's 
rest. The cardinals filed before him and 
kissed his hand and foot, all smiling and 
apparently in a perfectly contented 
frame of mind. They themselves in turn 
received a hearty embrace from Pius X. 
The music was directed by Abbe Perosi. 
who was the pontiff's protege, all pres- 
ent remarking how the Sistine choir, had 
improved ,ils method since under 
the 


Abbe's care. Every available corner of 
the small chape! was filled this morning 
and those present seemed to forget Pius 
X in their pleasure in the magnificent 
harmony of the voices of the ctioir and 
the feast of colors as they rested their 
eyes on the pictures before them. The 
ceremony ended about noon. 


Both going to and coming from the 


Sistine chapel when he passed through 
the Kaphael "Loggia, and the Ducal hall 
the pope refused to be carried in the 
Setlia Gestatoria, which, however, fol- 
lowed him. After taking a few .steps, he 
turned to Mgr. Bisleti, arid said: 


"I shall- never voluntarily get into 


that box-." 


A Te Down was sung this morning in 


the Histine cluapel in honor of the elec- 
tion of the new pope. All the'cardinals 
were present except Herrero, who is still 
ill in liis cell, although somewhat better 
than yesterday.

A'SECOND FIKE. 


At 7:50 o'clock a second alarm of fire 


-was sent in, a barn of Charles Freeman 
located 
on 
Bagine 
street, 
between 


Thirteenth and .Fourteenth streets, be- 
ing discovered to be in flames. M. Jor- 
genson, of Jorgenson Bi'os.' laundry, oc- 
cupied the house in front of the barn 
and horses were kept in the barn. At 
the time there were three valuable ani- 
mals in the barn and they were rescued 
without injury. The firemen, after 
a 


hard fight, controlled the ftre, the loss 
to hay, other articles and building 
amounting to possibly $500. Investiga- 
tion clearly proved that this was also 
lircd and there were many conflicting re- 
ports in circulation. One boy told Po- 
liceman Lewis he, saw another boy throw 
a lighted match in the hay, but it could 
not be verified'. Two men were said to 
have been seo-n hanging around the place, 
but .it was simply report.

It is also said that Han- 
son was the first man to give the alarm 
when most of the fires occurred at the 
J. 'I. Case T. M. Co. While 
he denies 


that he set any one of the fires he ad- 
mits that, he was present, at every sin- 
gle one July 3 and last night. To'some 
firemen he admitted sending in an alarm 
and to others-he donied it. His wife was 
at the police office this morning, and at 
the jail. She is in a delicate condition 
and feels very badly over the arrest of 


er husband whom she married about 
even months ago. 


THE PRISONER TALKS. 


At the jail this morning the prisoner;

He was. a" kindly geritSe- 
man and beloved by the entire commu- 
nity and it is well and'appropriate that 
his portrait' shall occupy a' conspicuous 
place on the walls of tiie Racine council 
chamber. 


Mayor Nelson suspended the rules of

CORN CROP LOOKING BETTER 


Greatly Improved Condition Reported 


From Nearly Every Section. 


WASHINGTON, Aiig.f 4—The weath- 


er bureau's weekly summary of crop 
conditions shows that corn is greatly im- 
proved and especially in Iowa, Nebras- 
ka, Kansas and portions of Illinois and' 
the lake region, the least favorable re- 
ports being received from Missouri and 
the Ohio valley states. The crop contin- 
ued late. An excellent crop is now as- 
sured in the southern states. Threshing 
of winter wheat has continued under 
favorable conditions, harvesting having 
ben finished, except in portions of New 
York and Michigan and on the Pacific 
coast with disappointing yields. 


Rust in oats is quite extensively re- 


ported in Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and portions of Pennsylvania, but late 
rains have benefited the crop in Minne- 
sota. Harvesting 
is well advanced in 


the more northerly sections being large- 
ly completed elsewhere, with yields gen- 
erally lighter than anticipated.

MONEY FOR THE BIG DITCH 


Illinois Judge Declares State Has 


Eight to Sink Money in Illi- 


nois & Michigan Canal. 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., Aug. p.—Judge 


Creigliton, in the Snngamon circuit court 
today, dissolved the -temporary injunction 
issued by Judge Thompson, on petition 
of Representative Burke, of Chicago, re- 
straining payment of any part of the'aip- 
proprjatior. made by the general MseiiT- 
bly for maintenance of the Illinois" & 
Michigan canal, Burke alleging that 'the 
convention prohibited appropriations by 
the legislature in aid of canal or rail- 
roads. Judge Creighton's 
decision in 


part follows: 
: 


"I-am of the opinion that the'court 


has jurisdiction. 


"I am also of the opinion that no such 


contract and relations exist between the 
state, of Illinois and the United States— 
as woiild make it the duty of the legis- 
lature to continually appropriate out of 
the state treasury for the 
purpose of 


keeping the canal perpetually navigable. 


"These questions appear to me to be 


free from difficulty. 


"Tho difficult question is to determine
